man who rides "his second horse—that 
is'to say, to hi* b»rgir. 


In scra.0 regiments, aatil compara- 


tively r*eentiy, it w«s quite uswd for 
one man to own ten or twelve asoaoiia, 
or evea *u entire troop. More than 
tlm. it was not turasnal for aa assami 
to be left by will to a man's wife or in- 
fast child, ia »bieb case the executors 
employed a substitute (awas kidmat) 
to ride for the woman or cbild, thas 
enabling the owner to draw horse pay.

Flax is not indigenous 
to Mexico, but it assimilates to the 
•oil and the climate in many parts of 
tbevepublic. It is cultivated success- 
full T ia the States of Moreloa, San 
LuisPotoai, Jalisco, Guerrero, Gu- 
anajuato and Vera Cruz. When at its 
worst, flax grows from eighteen inches 
to two feet in height Flax is raised 
not only for the oil product, bnUmen 
is being manufactured in tho City of 
Mexico and at Sail Lais Potosi. The 
itidnatrv is strongly protected by the 
Mexican tariff. 
The best flax grown 


in thin country is near Cnernavaca. 
The flax of that locality possesses the 
.peculiar silkiness and luster charac- 
teristic of the Irish flax, and to wbicl- 
tho American flax iaa stranger. Linen 
goods were manufactured in the re 
public, in 1892 to th« amount of 1HO( 
kilograms, and in 1.893 to the r.moun 
of -17.000kilograms. —Ht. Louis Globe 
Democrat.
